“They've taken out as much as 
an hour and 51 minutes of his 
show,” says CBSC director Ron 
Cohen. He said it’s up to the sta- 
tions to decide how the CBSC rul- 
ing is handled. 

The 28 other Canadian stations 
that carry Schlessinger’s show are 
not required to broadcast the rul- 
ing. 

And Daryl Hooke, program 
director at 630 CHED, said he 
doesn’t plan to censor Schles- 
singer, whose show airs weekdays 
from 12:30 - 2 p.m. Hooke said 
that, because CHED doesn’t run 
Schlessinger’s entire show, he isn’t 
certain his station even aired the 
offending remarks. In any event, 
no one complained locally. 

But CHED did make the CBSC 
ruling the topic of one of its call-in 
shows, Hooke noted. 

“An overwhelming majority of 
people were in favor of her show 
in general, and a lot of people 
were saying ‘I may not agree with 
her but I fiercely defend her right 
to say whatever she pleases.’ 
People were saying ‘I hope you 
guys keep her on the air.”

Oberg stood up, talking about 


FM 88's Gaywire, a program about 
issues affecting the gay and les- 
bian community, said she too is a 
defender of free speech. 

“Forcing someone with contro- 
versial viewpoints off the air 
results in nothing but backlash 
against whatever the opposing 
viewpoint is,” said Harcourt. “I've 
heard a lot of anti-gay backlash 
out of the, in some ways, gay-led 
criticisms of Dr. Laura and I 
believe overal] in a backlash 
reduction program.” 

She suggests incidents such as 
this need to be challenged. And 
she’s pleased with the ruling. 

“Her comments were obviously 
offensive to a Canadian sensibility. 
There is no reason for someone 
with the word ‘doctor’ in front of 
her name to compare gays and les- 
bians to pedophiles — that 
deserves censure.” 

But the ‘Dr.’ in front of Laura’s 
name is misleading, according to 
the CBSC. Schlessinger has a PhD 
in physiology, but her use of the 
title ‘doctor’ and her use of words 
with medical connotations are 
misleading to listeners, the council 
noted. 

Dennis Cambly, managing editor 
of Times 10, a monthly, province- 
wide publication geared towards 
the gay and lesbian community, 
feels Schlessinger is duping listen- 
ers. He thinks the show should be 
dropped altogether. 

“Tt drives me crazy that in this 
day and age, in this century, that 
Canada still allows these Ameri- 
cans to dictate their morals to our 
people,” he said. “The Canadian 
Association of Broadcasters has a 
code of ethics and . . . to be allow- 
ing this person on the air in 
Canada is a shame. It is against 
their own code of ethics. 

“Tt is time for Canada to grow up 
and for the industry to say ‘we don’t 
need all this American stuff.’”

veryone, as a teenager, must 
Fave had a brush with the sui- 

cide fantasy. You know the one: 
everyone shows up at your funer 
al, realizing too late that they total- 
ly misunderstood you. Ahhh, the 
sad beauty of it all. Those who 
deny ever indulging in such mor- 
bid imaginings are either lying 
preternaturally well-adjusted, or 
woefully lacking in imagination 
The Virgin Suicides is none of 
these. It stakes its territory as the 
roller-coaster ride of emotion that 
is the teenager’s life. The film ren- 
ders this terrain as a curiously gor- 
geous — almost experimental — 
meditation on the disproportion 
between longing and its realiza- 
tion. 

Based on the novel by Jeffrey 
Eugenides and set in the early 
1970s, The Virgin Suicides is 
ostensibly about the pretty and 
suicidal Lisbon sisters, but more 
so it concentrates on adolescence 
itself. By refusing to perfect, 
patronize or exploit its young pro- 
tagonists the film distinguishes 
itself admirably from the spate of 
nerally 90210 con- 
coctions, that have recently over- 
run the theatres 

Director Sofia Coppola demon- 
strates she is perfectly comfort- 
able with her lineage in the royal

The 
Virgin Suicides, her first feature, 
is a markedly mature venture: it is 


cinematically dazzling while, 
almost paradoxically, exercising a 
confident restraint 

The film avoids numerous 
potential pitfalls by framing itself 
as the recollection of one young 
man who was acquainted with the 
Lisbon girls. This device allows the 
film to play out in the realm of 
memory, using to its advantage 
ambiance and texture. A golden 
light bathes this suburbia — the 
haunting soundtrack (by the 
French band Air) punctuates the 
proceedings to appropriately sur- 
real ends — sun-dappled lawns 
have rarely looked this achingly 
lovely. Indeed, it is only in subur- 
bia that the Lisbon sisters can live 
as goddesses, their presence 
instilling in the neighborhood boys 
the power to vanquish the banality 
of existence with intense, if per- 
haps misguided, desires. At the 
same time, the film acknowledges 
Te Screwed calls to mind the 

work of the late Japanese mas- 
ter director Akira Kurosawa. Think 
of Kurosawa’s High and Low, in 
which a Japanese shoe magnate 
rushes to gather the ransom for his 
kidnapped son, only to discover 
that the abductors have accidental- 
ly kidnapped his chauffeur’s son. 
The film builds interest not just by 
charting the battle of wits between 
cops and bad guys but by mining 
the magnate’s moral turmoil over 
ransoming his driver's kid. What a 
great movie.

that passionate action 1s often 
absurd, as when a young Lothario 
throws himself off a ledge only to 
land in the bramble below. The 
film resides in a nebulous area: too 
hazy to be real but at moments too 
unflattering to be dreamy. 

Told from the perspective of the 
young men, The Virgin Suicides 
self-consciously keeps the Lisbon 
sisters themselves at a distance. 
The narrator structures his tale 
around this gap, recalling a time 
when he felt most content with 
women as a remote, albeit ardent, 
observer. The film sidesteps nos- 
talgia by incorporating snippets of 
an interview with former high 
school heart throb Trip Fontaine 
(Michael Paré), a move that criti- 
cally intertwines past and present. 
Now a certifiable loser with a 
deluded sense of his lost glory 
days, Trip lives with the vague 
notion that somewhere along the 
way something went wrong, 
though he remains stubbornly 
blind to his own participation in 
the Lisbon’s deaths. 

Indeed, what exactly went 
wrong is the film’s underlying 
question and it becomes the ques- 
tion of a generation. While the film 
remains enigmatic as to answers, 
its unsentimental homage to ado- 
lescence — when life seemed to 
hang in the balance of a returned 


Screwed calls this masterwork to 
mind because it is the polar oppo- 
site of a great movie.

Made in conjunction with Gins- 
berg, the film features interviews 
with both him and the almost in- 
comprehensible Burroughs shortly 
before their deaths in 1997. Among 
others interviewed are Ken Kesey, 
Timothy Leary, Norman Mailer, 
Neal Cassidy, Gregory Corso, Bob 
Dylan, and Jerry Garcia. 

Interspersed within the docu- 
mentary, are scenes of Johnny 
Depp as Kerouac, John Turturro as 
Ginsberg, and Dennis Hopper as 
Burroughs, giving readings. These 
awkward interventions are meant 
to relay the impact of a live recital, 
but instead come across as self- 
indulgent filler. Hopper is particu- 
larly silly in his inability to trans- 
late his own weird mannerisms 
into those of Burroughs.

The injustice committed by the 
film is its neglect of other vital ele- 
ments of the culture. Female Beats 
are scarcely mentioned, with 
Dianne DiPrima’s few seconds of 
screen time. 

The attention paid to the three 
core Beats does pay off with some 
contemplative images of the elderly 
Ginsberg wandering the neon; rain- 
soaked streets of New York. An old 
TV interview of the alcohol-cavaged 
Kerouac, struggling to gain compo- 
sure, provides another slice of fragile 
humanity. Then there’s Burroughs, 
who always seems to be on the 
verge of morphing into one of his 
own interzone creations. 

As the avant-garde guru states, 
“We are the source,” referring to 
the opening photograph. While pro- 
viding an interesting window into 
the three men’s lives, The Source is 
an incomplete overview of the larg- 
er cultural movement. Two things 
are evident after watching this film. 
First, the highly influential flow of 
radical ideas came from many well- 
springs, and second, if I hear Born 
to Be Wild once more, there will be 
“beats” of another kind.

Water bras promise a fuller bust, but do they-work?

iven the cultural ideal of a 
fe=s woman with a tiny waist, 

many women out there in reali- 
ty have resorted to subterfuge to 
attain a nice rack. Gone are the 
days when women wanting 4 big- 
ger bustline stuffed their bras with 
socks, tissues and padding, which 
were uncomfortable and could slip 
out at any time. And breast 
implants, whether they be silicone, 
saline or peanut oil are also 
becoming a thing of the past. Bras 
with liquid of some sort, whether it 
be water or gel, have become the 
latest trend in enhancing the size 
of a woman's chest. 

Water bras are sold in various 
lingerie stores and are also avail- 
able at a variety of on-line stores in 
many different varieties and pat- 
terns. A dream-come-true for an A- 
cup girl, the bra does wonders 
and, depending on how much 
water there is, increases a 
woman’s bust by at least a full cup 
size. Water have pads filled with 
liquid permanently sewed into the 
pocketed bra.

hen the members of Zebra- 
donk take to the stage at the 
Yardbird Suite on May 19, 


they're in for a big surprise along 
with everyone in the room. That’s 
what it’s about. A Zebradonk gig is a 
late breaking newsflash from the 
research and development depart- 
ment of contemporary musical cul- 
ture. 

In the brief span of their careers 
so far they have performed and 
recorded with everyone from Dutch 
drum virtuoso Han Bennink to 
Eugene Chadbourne, the 
Woodchoppers Association, and the 
magnificently named Godspeed You 
Black Emperor. Formed in May 
1998, the band quickly released its 
self-titled first CD before leaving for 
Europe. Listening, one gets the 
impression that the recording is like 
a snapshot of a creature that was 
and is evolving very quickly. (Is that 
a tusk? an elbow? . . . a saxo- 
phone?) 

Saxophonist BrodieWest seems 
to share this impression and, like a 
man on a dangerous expedition, he 
seems happy to talk about some 
things and is almost superstitious in 
his avoidance of others. 

“Not having too many preconcep- 
tions . . . that’s the most challenging 
thing. There are so many precon- 
ceptions when you're talking about 
playing music. So we're just trying 
to be ourselves and to go on stage 
without any idea... It’s a different 
thing from somebody who's just 
pursuing, something like jazz. 
They're just trying to master this 
one thing that they know they're 
looking for, whereas we don’t really 
know what we're looking for...” 

In a world where jazz has been 
institutionalized, Zebradonk don't 
really want to say what kind of 
music they play, but may be playing 
a crucial role in reviving the adven- 
ture of improvised music. 

“Being yourself is something that 
you can’t really learn in school at 
all. School can influence you. I 
think with us, it forced us to realize 
that we had to be ourselves. They 
taught you how to be a good saxo- 
phone player, but maybe we don’t 
want to. . . in a way, it’s kind of 
funny. It’s not always about being 
what someone else thinks is good. 
It's pretty crazy stuff: You can either 
think a lot about it or you don’t 
have to think anything about it. It 
can get kind of heavy just talking 
about it. You know what I mean?” 

To come by their everything-plus- 
the-kitchen-sink sound, the band 
relies on an omnivorous diet, con- 
spicuously devoid of the sonic 
snobbery many a jazz player brings 
to the fulmination of her/his art. 

“We've got lots of jazz. I mean, 
tay dad's a big jazz fan and we bor-

ttawa’s Furnaceface has been 
0 meandering down a garden path 

all their own for a good 10 years 
now, purveying a form of funk- 
inflected punk rock that respects no 
boundaries and asks no quarter.
